AUSTIN, Jan. 24—Opposition to 
Governor Shivers’s two-cent hike in 
the present four-cent state tax on 
gasoline is developing in the con- 
servative wing of the Legislature. 

Comment precipitated by the in- 
troduction of the two-cent proposal 
by Rep. Murphy of Houston indi- 
cates that the liberals’ votes will 
be strengthened by unexpected 
help from legislators normally 
friendly to Shivers proposals. 

Sen. Moore, Bryan, said: 

“The gasoline tax is too big al- 
ready. It’s just a sales tax.” 

Rep. Gillham, Brownfield, said 
said he is not yet convinced the tax 
is needed and added: 

“T have a feeling if additional tax 
is necessary, we should consider 
taxing some of these industries not 
now taxed at all,” 

Rep. Andis, Amarillo’s chairman 


of the House Rules Committee, said | 


people in his area might take a 
one-cent gas tax increase, but not 
two. Rep. Stewart, Wichita Falls, 
does not think the people are ready 
for a two-cent raise, and Rep. 
Moore, Houston, says any new taxa- 
tion should come from “new 
sources.” 

Some liberals in the House and 
Senate are prepared to fight out 
the tax issue on the usual sales tax- 
versus-natural resources tax basis. 
Sen. Rogers of Childress calls the 
Murphy bill “a horrible suggestion.” 

Murphy's is the first tax pro- 
posal introduced this session. He 
said he had talked to Shivers be- 
forehand about it. Shivers pro- 
posed the two-cent raise, in addi- 
tion to a one-cent hike on packs of 
cigarettes and an increase in col- 
lege tuition from $25 to $50, in his 
State of the State speech two 
weeks ago. 


Labor Legislation 
Crowds Hopper 


AUSTIN, Jan. 24—New labor leg- 
islation will almost certainly be 
passed at this session of the Texas 
Legislature in the backwash of the 
widely-publicized retail strike in 
Port Arthur. 

Some House liberals now seem to 
agree with the conservatives that 
strikes for union recognition should 
be prohibited if the strikers do not 
represent a majority of the workers 
at the establishment concerned. 

The main issue will be whether 
such strikes should be merely pro- 
hibited, with no mehcanism estab- 
lished for the conduct of secret em- 
ployee elections by the State, or 
whether the State should provide 
mediation and election-supervising 
facilities for workers in intra-state 
commerce. 

Workers not under the jurisdic- 
tion of the National Labor Rela- 
tions Beard are not now provided 
with the means for government- 
supervised elections as are em- 
ployees in inter-state commerce. 

In Port Arthur, the retail work- 
ers went out on strike before elec- 
tions were held. New workers were 
hired in place of the strikers, so 
the original strikers never voted 
formally on whether they wanted a 
union, though of course they went 
on strike over the issue. 

The new workers in five stores 
under NLRB jjurisdiction voted 
against a union unanimously when 
elections were held; no vote was 
conducted among the other struck 
stores in intra-state commerce. The 
strike is now settled at most of the 
stores.

Herring May | 
Seek Office

24 — Charles F. | 
Herring of Austin, who has quit 
his post as U.S. district attorney 
with a 99-percent conviction record 
in 17,000 cases, is thinking “very 
seriously” about becoming a candi- 
date for Texas Attorney General. 

Herring retired from federal of- 
fice last week. He has prosecuted 
tax fraud cases, narcotics violation, 
cattle smuggling across the Mexican 
border, and many other federal of- 
fenses. He took office in July, 1951. 

Attorney General John Ben 
Shepperd had no comment. He is 
thought to be running for Gov- 
ernor. Herring said Shepperd’s de- 
cision will not influence his. 

Herring worked with Austin at- 
torney Everett Looney, then as the 
Travis County prosecutor, and fin- 
ally as Congressman Lyndon John- 
son’s secretary before the war. Af- 
ter the war he joined the firm of 
Looney and Clark. In 1948 he man- 
aged Johnson’s state campaign 
headquarters in the senatorial con- 
test. 

After Johnson’s election Herring 
and Herman Jones formed the firm 
of Jones and Herring, to which 
Herring is now returning. 








The late Maury Maverick, Sr.,

which adopted as its fighting 
motto: “Stand up for freedom. Stop 
the book burners and branders.”

of a totalitarian regime.” 


To settle the matter, San Antonio 
Express editor M. M. Harris, long- 
time chairman of the Library 
Board and champion of what he 
calls the people’s right to know and 
their right to find out, asked the 
Board on Jan. 29, 1954, to go on 
record against “censorship.” They 
adjourned instead. 

At the next meeting he de- 
manded a vote on the American Li- 
brary Association’s Library Bill of 
Rights, which says in part: 

“In no- case should any book be 
excluded (from a library) because 
of the race or nationality, or the 
political or religious views of the 
writer.” 

The vote was 6 to 5 in favor. At 
the same meeting, all the Board 
members voted against “book-burn- 
ing” and “book-branding.” The San 
Antonio Evening News happily an- 
nounced the issue was closed, and 
the Nation gathered that “The 
Americanism Committee” had won.

Big-city municipal elections are

January 31 is the official dead- 
ine for payment of the voting fee.

A Strong a 


The executive branch of the Government of Texas is seri- 
ously inefficient. 

It was built like a lean-to here and a lean-to there along 
the bank of a river that, at the moment, is flooding. 

The need for a strong executive, fully empowered to en- 
force the laws and policies of the people in their democracy, 
was presented persuasively by Governor Shivers in his re- 
cent inauguration address. 

While some of the more interested voters keep up with all 
the candidates and offices in state elections, most of the 
people have to try to choose between names they never 
heard of for offices they know little or nothing about. 

The result is a series of conflicting mandates from the 
people every two years and lack of clarity in who is respon- 
sible for the enforcement of the laws and the formulation of 
the policies of the executive. 

The people have a right to the choice between administra- 
tions, instead of an indefinite series of choices between ob- 
scure administrators. 

Governor Shivers asked that future governors be given 
responsibility commensurate with their duties. 

He said they should be empowered to appoint and remove 
state officials who are, in fact, a part of their administra- 
tion. 

The major drawback to this plan now is the absence of a 
two-party system in Texas. The various state races serve as 
sounding boards for aspiring politicians now, while if the 
Governor could name them all, the absence of a strong oppo- 
sition party would make it difficult for a person in disagree- 
ment with the Governor to advance. 

At the same time, Mr. Shivers and his supporters are be- 
coming bolder and bolder in their friendship with the Repub- 
licans, and a few fond idealists are hoping that the day may 
not be far off when they will find the courage to identify 
themselves with the party whose principles they defend. 

Sound governmental theory requires that the will of the 
people be effectively enforced, whether it is a conservative 
or a liberal will. 

Here is what the Governor said on the subject: 

“If the Governor is to be held accountable for the conduct 
of the executive branch, future governors should have direct 
authority over—as well as responsibility for—the perform- 
ance of administrative functions which are not policy-mak- 
ing in character. Those offices which are, in effect, a part of 
each Governor’s administration should be subject to his 
appointment and removal.” 

Mr. Shivers also said: 

“New functions, new boards, and new agencies have been 
added to the executive arm to serve new needs, but in far too 
many instances the line of authority and accountability have 
become dim and obscure. This is neither sound policy nor 
good government.” 

“Where the responsibility has been concentrated,” he said, 
“the authority has been diffused.” 

Mr. Shivers had nothing personally to gain from these 
suggestions. At 47 he has held the governorship longer than 
anyone else in history, and he is probably thinking about the 
U. S. Senate now. 

We commend him for what seem at first blush to be sound 
reform propositions, and we urge the Legislature to act soon 
to establish a commission for the reorganization of the 
executive.

There is no more basic rule of 
fair play than equal opportunity for 
all human beings. Without at least 
this, men turn to discrimination, 
prejudice, and scorn, and people are 
deprived of a chance to earn what 
they deserve, to be accepted as peo- 
ple rather than colors, to learn 
what they have a right to learn, 
and to do the things that exist to 
do. 

But as this principle is just and 
logical, even justice and logic take 
time. The truth remains that the 
majority of the people of the South 
seem to be opposed to desegrega- 
tion in the schools. The Court has 
ruled, the law is the law, but the 
people remain to be convinced, the 
reform remains to be enforced. 
People opposed to the equal 
treatment of their fellow human be- 
ings have been exaggerating the 
difficulties of the coming adjust- 
ment because they don’t want to 
accept its certainty. About five 
years ago a student president here 
in Austin said that if the Supreme 
Court ruled that Heman Sweatt 
could enter the University, people 
would be hanging from trees by 
nightfall. Not only was he wrong, 
but Heman Sweatt entered the Uni- 
sersity without an incident and 
perhaps 200 Negroes now 
class and walk the campus as free 
and equal students.

A fairly recent and somewhat 
problematical development in the 
book business in Texas concerns 
the book sections in department 
stores. In all but a few of the large 
stores these sections are owned and 
operated not by the stores them- 
selves but by out-of-state corpora- 
tions, usually as part of a chain of 
such shops. Some critics contend 
that © + chains, located so favor- 
ably in the center of busy depart- 
ment stores, are driving the small 
bookstores out of business. It is 
natural that a woman shopper, for 
instance, will not bother to go to a 
bookstore if she can buy a book 
while she is waiting for the clerk 
at the hosiery counter to wrap her 
new stockings. Supporters of the 
chains argue that the woman with 
the new stockings probably would 
never think to go to a regular book- 
store, and therefore a new reader 
has been added to the list. 

The Carl K. Wilson Company of 
Seattle maintains book divisions in 
Foley’s of Houston, Eiband’s of Gal- 
veston, Monnig’s and The Fair of 
Fort Worth, Goldstein-Migel of 
Waco, Sanger’s of Dallas, and The 
White House of El Paso. The Gen- 
eral Book Company of New Orleans 
is represented in Lichtenstein’s of 
Corpus Christi and The R. E. Cox 
Company of Fort Worth. These 
book supermarkets account for a 
sizeable percentage of books sold in 
Texas. Certainly they are a dra- 
matic departure from the tradi- 
tionally personalized bookshop. 

- 

It is difficult to generalize about 
the booksellers themselves. They 
are as diverse as any other group 
of business people. Many are out- 
standing leaders in their communi- 
ties. Some have the good fortune to 
have other means of income, a par- 
ticular blessing for those who face 
the frustrations of selling books to 
a population that simply does not 
read many books. It follows that 
booksellers are idealists of a sort 
despite the painful materialism to 
which they are exposed in conduct- 
ing their businesses. 

The political philosophies of 
Texas booksellers sweep the spec- 
trum from liberal to conservative. 
If businessmen in general tend to 
be in the right wing, the average 
of booksellers probably would

stand slightly to the left of the posi- 

|tion of his colleagues, although 
conservatives are well represented. 
Regardless of their political views, 
the booksellers usually stock any 
book that is in demand, and sell it 
without editorial comment. The 
philosophy which holds that books 
are too important in themselves to 
be censored at the point of sale 
seems to dominate the thinking of 
Texas booksellers. 

However, in some cases book- 
sellers seek to impose their own 
political beliefs on others through a 
subtle method of editorializing by 
omission or promotion. One book- 
store in Fort Worth refuses to 
stock the works of Elmer Davis, 
Owen Lattimore, or many other lib- 
erals. Its shelves bulge with “Iron 
Curtain Over America” by John 
Beaty, “McCarthy and His Ene- 
mies,” by Buckley and Bozell, and 
Paul Harvey’s “Autumn of Liberty,” 
exemplifying the extreme right. On 
the other hand, a shop in San An- 
gelo leans toward liberal books, al- 
though it does have a few of the 
ultra-conservative titles on the up- 
per shelves. 

Despite the remarkable growth 
of business and industry in Texas, 
bookstores have shown little 
change. The number of new stores 
opening is just about counter-bal- 
anced by the number of stores fold- 
ing up, and the reading public has 
not increased significantly in the 
last few years. There has been, 
however, a tremendous boom in re- 
ligious literature and how-to-do-it 
books, but as a balance, novels in 
hard bindings have become increas- 
ingly difficult to sell. These trends 
are not peculiar to Texas but re- 
peat a reading pattern of many sec- 
tions of the United States. To 
Texas booksellers, as a regional 
group, the growing popularity of 
books about the Southwest may be 
an encouraging trend for the pres- 
ent and the future.

Seventy - year-old Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt, winding up a three-city | 
tour of Texas, said here that being | 
controversial “does not bother me.’ 

At a press conference here, Mrs. 
Roosevelt was asked how she en- 
dures the hardships and criticism 
of public life at an age when most 
people avoid publicity. 

“I am 70,” she replied. “I live 
alone and I have but a few years 
left. I would far rather feel that I 
am doing something that I think is 
right and good than to do nothing.” 

A crowd of 2,500 to 3,000 gave 
Mrs. Roosevelt three standing ova- 
tions at Memorial Auditorium, two 
before she began her address here 
recently. 

Speaking on the same subject of 
American world leadership which 
she discussed earlier in Houston 
and Dallas, Mrs. Roosevelt said:

Mrs. Turnbull's tireless work has 
been largely responsible for the 
acquisition by the library of a 
steady flow of right-wing lLitera- 
ture.

“For the last six months the Na- 
tion and the New Republic have 
been on the magazine rack in the 
lobby. I make a motion the U. S. 
News and World Report and other 
substantial magazines replace them 
for six months.” 

In August, she moved that Miss 
Julia Grothaus, the Library direc- 
tor, “be requested to subscribe to 
the U.S. News and World Report 
the American Mercury, and the 
Freeman, two subscriptions of each 
for each branch of the Library; and 
that she acquire two copies of the 
Jenner Committee Report of July 
30, 1953, for each branch of 
library.” The motion carried unani- 
mously. 

A reliable person said she saw 
Mrs. Beitel and Mrs. Turnbull 
standing in front of the magazine 
rack in the lobby one day, surrepti- 
tiously moving copies of conserva- 
tive magazines to the front where 
everybody could see them. 

This reporter also saw a member 
of the staff move copies of Liberal 
magazines to the front of the same 
rack. 

A check of the rack one evening 
showed the following availability 
of politically oriented magazines: 

U. S. News and World Report, 
eight; American Mercury, two; 
Freeman, two; Reporter, two: New 
Republic, two; Nation, one.

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Mixed? Boxing 
Upheld by Court 


AUSTIN, Jan. 24—The Texas Su- 
preme Court has indirectly de- 
clared unconstitutional a Texas law 
which prohibits unsegregated box- 
ing 

By finding no error to sustain a 
reversal, the Court upheld a deci- 
sion by the Third Court of Civil 
Appeals in the case of I. H. Harvey, 
San Antonio Negro. The appeals 
céurt found the law in conflict with 
the Fourteenth Amendment to the 
U. S. Constitution. 

Harvey contended that he was 
prevented from making as much 
money as he might and from hold- 
ing the state title by the law. The 
appeals court found that the police 
power is limited by the Fourteenth 
Amendment’s guarantee of equal 
protection of the law to all citizens, 
that there was no evidence that un- 
segregated bouts incited disturb- 
ances, and that it was true that a 
Negro boxer’s earning power suf- 
fered because of the law. 

Harvey’s attorney is Rep. Maury 
Maverick of San Antonio. 

In Tyler, a U.S. District Judge, 
Joe Sheehy, decided to “hold over” 
a case brought by Negro students 
alleging refusal by Kilgore Junior 
College to admit them. Judge 
Sheehy said he will wait until the 
U.S. Supreme Court delivers its 
final decree on school segregation.
